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After a careful survey of the parish has been made by the 
Parish Welfare Section, as suggested in our preceding articles, the 
pastor and the officers of the Sodalities may proceed to lay out the 
work of the Sodalists. 

The modern Sodality, as we have often said, works by means of 
Sections, which are merely committees of members that volunteer 
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He hid His majesty and might, 
And showed His love alone. 

Astounding and startling is the mystery of the 
fnearnation of the Son of God, even to one who has 
never thought of doubting the actuality of it; yet how 
congruous it is, when we contemplate the philosophy 
of it! 

God loves His creatures with an infinite love, 
otherwise not even our creation, and our destiny to 
share God’s own felicity in Heaven, would be intel- 
~ ligible: “I have loved thee with an everlasting love ; 
maréfore I have drawn thee out of nothingness” is no 
less comprehensible than “I have redeemed thee and 
ealled thee by name, thou art Mine.” Even the 
heathen, who believed in a God-creator, dared to be- 
lieve that God would descend to earth, as is so evident 
‘in ancient mythologies which have come down to us. 

Only to those who have no idea of the super- 
natural does the Incarnation seem too extravagant to 
believe. The soul of man must possess a supernatural 
life here in order to attain to a supernatural beatitude 
(such as man is destined to) hereafter. Mankind fell 
from this supernatural condition by a mortal sin, 
which, as the name implies, is deadly to the soul’s 
supernatural life. Reinstate itself mankind could not. 
Redemption must be effected by an act of Almighty 
God Himself. The promise of a “plentiful” Redemp- 
tion, wherein the Son of God would become the son of 
man and be obedient unto death in order to make 
amends to divine justice, was made to Adam, re- 
iterated to Abraham, to Jacob, to Noah, to David, etc., 
adown the centuries, God's justice, demanding full 
Satisfaction for mankind’s sin, must be as infinite as 
the goodness which led Him to create, or to the mercy, 
which led Him to redeem. 

—O— 

God, having constituted Himself man’s last end, 
nothing short of Himself can satisfy the insatiable 
cravings of the human heart. This has ever been the 
experience of the religiously inclined, who withdrew 
their hearts sufficiently from earth to “taste how 
sweet the Lord is.” If the multitudes are not capable 
of testifying to the truth of this, it is because. their 
attention to things spiritual is not real earnest, not 
persevering. They give their Creator mechanical ser- 
vice one day out of seven, seldom commune with Him 
in contemplation during the other six days, even when 
time is heavy on their hands, Their habitual impres- 
sion is that the six days belong to the world with its 
heavy cares, to their work and recreation. To love 
God with our whole heart, even in the light of reason, 
should be easy, if we were truly mindful of His love 
of our relationship to Him, and of His future inten- 
tions in our regard.

But, the sceptic will ask: Why did God permit 
man to sin, when to remove the consequences it cost 
Him so much? The answer is (1) because He would 
not do violence to man’s free-will, an essential endow- 
ment of his nature, and (2) because it furnished the 
oceasion for Him to show His infinite love for us in a 
more personal way, in a way that would attract us to 
Him by a more personal love: “I, if I be lifted up, shall 
draw all things to Myself” (John XII, 32). It is now 
possible for man to love God as St. Paul loved Him: 
“Neither death nor life . shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God which is in Christ Jesus, our 
Lord” (Rom. VIII, 38). The Incarnation demon- 
strates beyond all doubt that God the Son’s love for us 
is as infinite as is the Father’s love for Him: “AS the 
Father hath loved Me, I also have loved you” (John 
XV, 9). Sin did not destroy God’s plans, but enabled 
Him to carry them out more wonderfully. Through 
the Incarnation we were to gain more than we had 
lost through Adam: “Where sin abounded, grace 
hath abounded more” (Rom.

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for the work or are appointed by the Officers and the Director. 
Each of these committees takes charge of some special activity in 
the name of the whole Sodality. Thus besides the Parish Welfare 
Sectio.., there may be a Church Building Section or a Church Debt 
Section to systematize the collection of contributions to build a 
church or to pay off the debt. There may be a Catholic Literature 
Section to promote the circulation of Catholic literature in the 
parish, conduct a church door book-rack and a church door circulat- 
ing library, etc. The Catechetical Section will attend to the instruc- 
tion of children or help in the instruction of adults who are pre- 
paring for baptism. We shall suggest a number of these Sections 
in the course of our discussions. 

A strong point about Sodality organization is its simplicity and 
flexibility. The pastors and the officers need only to look around 
the parish and decide what is the most urgent need; then a Section 
may be formed at once to meet it. As new needs are discovered, 
new Sections can be orgatiized, and if at any time the occasion for 
a given Section ceases it may be disbanded and its members may 
engage in some needed work. 

The organization of these Sections is very simple. Like other 
committees they should have a chairman or president of their own, 
who presides at the meetings and directs the work. Where neces- 
sary they may also have a secretary and d treasurer to take charge 
of the records and the funds respectively. Their meetings may be 
called whenever the president thinks expedient, or they may meet 
regularly on some day of the month and talk over the work. The 
membership of a Section may run anywhere from three or four 
members to twenty or thirty, according to the character of the work 
to be done and the number of workers available. Reports from these 
Sections are to be read at the Sodality meeting, and help vata to 
keep up the interest of the members, 
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THE PARABLE OF BROTHERLY LOVE

valleys, a haunt of robbers; such was the lonesome road that led 
down from Jerusalem to Jericho. Its dangers were well known to 
those who listened to our Lord az He told the parable of the man 
who fell among the robbers. 

We have not the same vivid cunception of that scene which our 
Savior chose for the familiar setting of His narrative. Yet the story 
itself has perhaps appealed no less to us than to the Jews who first 
heard it from the divine lips. It is constantly repeated, not only 
from the pulpit, but in our social literature as well, The interpreta-— 
tion given may often be entirely false, but the truth and beauty of 
the parable. cannot fail .to impress all alike, whether Catholic, 
Protestant, Jew or infidel. 

We are told by our Lord of a lonely traveller who, on the treach- 
erous road we have described, fell into the hands of bandits. The¢ 
.robbed him of his purse and stripped him -of his garments: and 
when perhaps he sought to defend himself, struck him to the ground 
and left him lying by the wayside, bleeding from many wounds. It 
was only another unfortunate added to the victims of their misdeeds.

not to be neglected, but they were meant to furniah an expression 
of a profound interior service and devotion of the soul, of a fear 
and love of God which should richly overflow in acts of charity to 
our fellow-mam “If thou see the ass of him that hafeth thee,” the 
Book of Exodus beautifully says, “lie underneath his burden, 
shalt not pass by, but shalt lift him up with him.” How much 
greater was the need of that poor victim lying by the way. But no 
thought of brotherhood entered the darkenéd mind-ef the pharisaic 
minister of God's law. He saw the pitiful plight of the poor unforiu- 
nate, left half dead upon the road, but he passed by without even, 
it woud seem, a single qualm of conscience. 

“In like manner also a Levite, when he was near the place and 
saw him, passed by.” He, too, though of an inferior order, was 
privileged to minister in the temple of the Lord; but the great 
truths of his religion, the supreme doctrine of charity, of love of 
God and man, which embraced all the law and the prophets, had 
never penetrated deep into his soul. He, too, was hardened in his 
selfishness, and apparently without any sense of pergonal responsi- 
bility towards his neighbor. lTerhaps, when later he told of that 
shocking sight, his words waxed warm and eloquent in denouncing 
the carelessness of the guardians of order and the negligence of 
the men in authority. All this may have been very true, but it did 
not excuse him from rendering his own service of charity. when. it 
Was miost necessarily needed. 

His action is that of the Socialist who denounces alms and 
charity, but insists instead upon a reversal of the entire social order 
to right all wrong. His own actions are often better than his doc- 
trine, It is well and good and absolutely demanded of us to remove 
the causes of public wrongs and dangers, but we must likewise 
assist by alms and personal service those’ who may be actually in 
great need of our help, whatever the ultimate social source of their 
afflictions may be. It is this immediate service which Obhrist 
teaches In His parable, and not, as radical writers claim, the proper 
policing and lighting of that dangerous road. To see to this latter 
work, as far as possible, was doubtless the duty of the citizens, but 
Christ had here another leagon to teach, and a lesson which those 
who denounce alms and charity refuse to see, 

There came along that road a third traveller, a Samaritan, a 
man whom the rabbi and the. Levite despised from their inmost 
soul, A deadly hatred had been handed down through generations, 
and existed now between the Jew and the Samaritan. He, too, saw 
the victim of man's inhumanity to man. It was a Jew that lay there 
before him, his own enemy, @ man who had despised him. So he 
might argue. Yet it was above all things a human being, a fellow- 
man. He had therefore a right to all the claims of human brother 
hood, and they must not be denied him. Nothing could ever destroy
